ollector of news has been misinform- 
d in regard to facts.

that a party has "not spoken the

f anyone, unless on very previous pro-

me any further. 


I have iio dealre for a newspaper

credit to George H. Wedekind as the 
discoverer of the Wedekind lode or 
vein. 
The leaning of the writer of 


said article is apparent when he fol- 
ows this up by the assertion, that "the 
Journal has injured Mr. Ramsay by 
not stating this." * Now Mr. Editor 
what in substance I did say, at the 
barbecue was, that for a long period 
1 had been the attorney and intimately 
acquainted with Mr. Wedekind. That 
no one who knew the old gentleman 
would doubt his veracity. 
That he 


had told me all about the discovery of 
the rich ore that led up to the finding 
of the Wedekind lode, and I had no 
doubt, and I did not believe any one 
present had any doubt, that Mr. We- 
dekind told the truth. 
He said, that 


he built himself a little cabin of boards 
d*o\vn near the ..Spanish Spring Valley 
road and the Orr ditch to keep his tools 
In and to eat his lunch in. That while 
eating his lunch one day he noticed a 
yellowish float rock, that 
he thought 


was ore, and He gathered up one or 
more pieces and sent them to Mr. 
Ramsay, his son-in-law, then residing: 
at Cortez district, in the County of 
Eureka, in this State, hundreds .of 
miles distant from the Wedekind mine, 
for assay. That after several weeks he 
learned that the ore assayed, I believe 
he said, $1400 to the ton. 
He com- 


menced following the float up the hill 
and within about 75 or 100 feet found 
what is now generally known as the 
"Wedekind Mine." This in brief is Mr. 
Wedekind's statement of the way the 
ore was found and who found it. 


Now it follows that either Mr. We- 


dekind is mistaken In the statement 
he makes about the matter, of 
Mr. 


Ramsay is mistaken. 
The writer of 


the article entitled "An Unjust Criti- 
cism" apparently chooses to believe 
Mr. Ramsay'; 1 believe George H. We- 
dekl'nd. 


There has been more or less friction 


ln the Wedekind family, growing out 
iof the statements frequently and pub- 
licly made, by Mr. Ramsay, for many 
months, until this dispute about the 
discovery of the rich ore that led to 
the discovery of the Wedekind mine 
has become, to a certain extent, pub- 
lic property, or I should not have pub- 
licly alluded to it. Mr. Wedekind is 
a very old man, after a search extend- 
ing over years, for a good mine, laugh- 
ed at, ridiculed and jeered at, when 
working upon the mine, that has be- 
come famous, and that h«a made htm 
famoua, he feeli a Juit pride at th« 


discoverer, and it has given the old 
gentleman a great deal of annoyance 
to have the credit of being the dis- 
coverer of the mine snatched away 
from him.

But the law has given growth to one of the 


queerest Jreaks in all the business world. They are 
known as "Corporation Agencies" or "Trust Com- 
panies," and probably have no counterpart else- 
where. One of these agencies alone will maintain 
the "principal office" of hundreds of corporations 
at once and comply with every department of the 
law. 
They are in effect enormous bookkeeping 


concerns conducted on the co-operative plan by a 
host of corporations. Massive libraries, as it were 
ol stock books may be seen there, in charge o 
an army of scribes who register and post the trans- 
fers of stock daily that a correct record may be 
available for the inspection of stockholders. 


Outside, at the entrance, is the stereotyped le- 


gend, "Principal Office of," etc., with a register o 
the companies represented. These names are nec- 
essarily in small characters, but even then it not in- 
frequently happens that the list threatens to require 
more space than there is facade to the company's 
buildings. The constant modification of these lists 
necessitated by the creation of new corporations 
and the dissolution of old, has led to the invention 
of an elastic sign, in which separate slabs with the 
names printed thereon may be inserted and re- 
moved at pleasure, so that the catalogue may be 
kept constantly up-to-date. 


At the entrance of the New Jersey Corporations 


Agency in Jersey City are the names of nearly seven 
hundred corporations, whose total capital aggre- 
gates more than a billion dollars. The Corpora- 
tion Trust Company of the same city boasts of more 
than 1200 "principal offices" with a capitalization o 
between $3,000,000,000 and $4,000,000,000.
